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TO  THE  TEACHER 

The  purpose  of  this  Workbook  for  Enchanting  Stories,  Third 
Reader,  Level  Two,  is  to  provide  interesting  and  profitable  reading 
activities  that  require  a minimum  of  teacher  supervision. 

The  activities  are  planned  to  give  the  pupil  challenging  problems  in 
thinking,  and  fuller  concepts  of  the  situations  and  word  meanings  found 
in  Enchanting  Stories.  The  activities  parallel  the  reader  in  reading 
difficulty,  vocabulary,  and  the  development  of  reading  skills. 

The  phonetic  activities  provide  varied  opportunities  for  the  pupil  to 
gain  power  in  attacking  new  reading  material,  and  thus  increase  his 
power  to  read  independently.  Particular  emphasis  has  been  given  to 
the  development  of  the  phonetic  program  as  outlined  in  the  General 
Manual  for  The  Easy  Growth  in  Reading  series  of  readers.  Some  of 
the  activities,  of  necessity,  repeat  the  phonics  of  the  earlier  grades,  but 
the  function  of  all  phonics  previously  taught  is  widely  extended. 

With  the  exception  of  the  following  words,  which  are  required  by 
workbook  and  testing  techniques,  the  vocabulary  of  this  Workbook  is 
the  same  as  that  of  Enchanting  Stories,  and  the  earlier  workbook  in 
this  series  of  readers:  vowel,  pronounce,  phrase,  author,  silent,  hostess. 

All  of  the  directions  are  incorporated  into  the  pupils’  text.  If  care  is 
taken,  when  a new  technique  is  introduced,  to  see  that  all  the  instruc- 
tions are  understood,  the  pupils  may,  to  a large  degree,  be  placed  upon 
their  own  responsibility.

Enchanting  Stories.
